Hazard had visitors last weekend, ITS 
college students from campuses scattered from 
New York westward as far as Texas and Wis- 
consin. Traveling mainly by private car, they 
began arriving ^ursday night and were still 
trickling in as late as Saturday. They cam* 
here to attend a “students-miners” conference 
at the Allais Union Hall, sponsored by Ber- 
raau Gibson's picket gnoup, now calM the 
Appalachian Committee for Full Employment. 
Most of tbe students' weekend was spent lis- 
tooing to speeches and pwUcipating in group 
discussions at the Union Hall. The students 
were on their way home by Sunday evening. 

What did a weekend in Perry County 
mean to these students? Most ‘of them bad 
never been here before. All they knew about 
Hazard was what they had heard fnotn Berman 
Gibson in his many speeches on college cam- 
puses over th* l>st year, or what they had 
read in the national press. How did being 
here, in one of the most talked-about areas of 
the nation, affect the thii^hing of these stu- 
dents who came from so far away? 

Sadly, the trip here was unnecessary for 
most of them because, according to their con- 
versation, their opinione of Hazard, Perry 
County, conditions here and the roots of those 
conditions were already formed before they 
even left their campuses. Most of them came 
full of picket group opinions, picket group 
“facta” and picket group feelings and nottiing 
they did once here indicated they had any in- 
clination to challenge the things they had 
previously beard. 

This is lamentable because, of all people, 
college students are generally thought of as 
truth-seekers, as objective, independent think- 
ers who form opinions through reason baaed 
on fact-analysis, and not emotional, armwavlrng 
spontaneous tirades. Campuses have tradition-
